Herewith,  as  we  enter  1989,  are  some  comments  regarding 
new  developments. 
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NEW  EDITOR  OFF  TO  FLYING  START. 

The  first  EQM  of  1989,  enclosed,  reflects  the  same  high  literary 
level  that  has  characterized  our  publication  from  its  beginning,  and 
credit  goes  to  Diana  Crawforth,  who  has  so  adroitly  assumed  the 
various  functions  necessary  to  EQM ' s  production.  These  include  format 
development,  copywriting,  pictorial  preparation,  editing,  and  a  dozen- 
and-one  other  tasks  that  only  those  who  toil  in  publishing  circles 
know  about.  We  salute  Diana  and  wish  her  well  in  what  we  know  is  a 
bright  future  for  her. 

NEW  DIRECTORS  ELECTED. 

Consistent  with  ISASC' s  by-law  requirements,  our  membership  voted 
this  past  fall  for  a  slate  of  seven  directors  to  serve  the  three-year 
term  from  1989  to  1991.  151  ballots  were  returned,  of  which  90%  voted 
for  the  entire  slate,  a  response  we'd  like  to  think  expresses  member 
confidence  in  ISASC  leadership.  Those  elected,  some  incumbent  and 
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some  new  to  office,  are  as  follows:  North  American  Chapter  --  Bob 

Stein,  Tod  Carley,  Jan  Macho  and  William  Doniger;  European  Chapter-- 
Diana  Crawforth,  Albert  Rangeley,  and  Jan  C.  Wage.  We'd  like  to  thank 
our  members  for  exercising  their  right  of  suffrage. 

NEW  OFFICERS,  TOO. 

The  first  official  action  of  the  new  directors  was  to  elect  a 
slate  of  officers  for  the  1989-1991  term,  and  that  they  did. 
Directors  Jan  Macho  and  Bob  Stein,  comprising  the  nominating 
committee,  submitted  a  slate  consisting  of  Bob  Stein,  President;  Diana 
Crawforth  and  Tod  Carley,  Vice  Presidents;  Jan  Macho,  Secretary- 
Treasurer,  North  American  Chapter;  and  Albert  Rangeley,  Secretary- 
Treasurer,  European  Chapter.  The  seven  directors  unanimously  elected 
the  nominees  and,  thus,  for  the  next  three  years,  ISASC's  affairs  will 
be  handled  by  the  aforementioned  officers. 

NEW  PLATEAU  REACHED. 

As  we  enter  the  new  year,  the  member  count  for  the  North  American 
Chapter  is  at  an  all-time  high  of  236,  and  the  report  from  overseas  is 
that  the  European  contingent  is  holding  steady  at  approximately  100. 
If  growth  is  any  indication  of  good  health,  ISASC  has  never  been  more 
hale  and  hearty. 

NEW  NOMENCLATURE  (FINALLY) . 

It  doesn't  take  us  long  to  respond  to  change.  When  ISASC  was 
first  founded  in  1976,  'yours  truly  assumed  the  post  of  Cha i rman  and 
proceeded  to  correspond  with  members  via  the  "Chairman's  Newsletter." 
Two  years  later,  when  ISASC  was  incorporated  and  officers  elected,

A  LOSS  FOR  US  ALL. 

This  past  summer,  Albert  Eaches,  age  82,  of  Phoenixvi 1 le , 
Pennsylvania,  passed  away  after  a  lingering  illness.  His  loss  was 
especially  felt  by  many  of  us  who  knew  him  not  only  as  a  charter 
member  of  ISASC,  but  also  as  a  personal  --  and  very  special  --friend. 
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From  the  day  our  Society  was  founded,  Albert  was  one  of  our 
guiding  lights,  and  from  1976  through  1980  he  served  as  Vice  Chairman 
and  Treasurer.  When  ill  health  forced  him  to  resign  his  dual  post, 
our  membership  saw  fit  to  acknowledge  his  efforts  by  naming  him 
Director  Emeritus  and  Honorary  Life  Member. 

Albert  collected  scales  for  30  years  and  amassed  a  magnificent 
collection  numbering  more  than  500.  His  scales  were  proudly  displayed 
in  a  room  he  build  above  his  garage,  appropriately  titled,  "The  Scale 
Lof  t .  A  Museum  of  Weighing  Machines."  Over  the  years,  many  ISASC 
members  came  from  near  and  far  to  see  Albert's  collection  and  to  spend 
pleasant  hours  with  him  discussing  their  common  interest. 

But  the  Scale  Loft  was  of  interest  to  others  besides  scale 
collectors.  Many  visitors  to  Philadelphia  and  its  environs  who  were 
interested  in  early  American  folklore  and  artifacts  found  their  tour 
bus  making  a  regular  stop  at  the  Scale  Loft,  where  Albert  took  them  on 
a  "tour"  of  his  collection,  coupled  with  a  slide  presentation  about 
the  world  of  scales.  And  whenever  visitors  came,  for  whatever  reason, 
Albert  and  his  devoted  wife,  Billie,  were  awaiting  them  with  open 
arms.  We  mourn  Albert's  passing;  we  will  miss  him. 

SCALE  AUCTION  A  POPULAR  EVENT. 

This  past  November  16,  the  Eaches  collection  of  500-plus  scales 
was  sold  at  auction  near  Albert's  home  and  under  the  supervision  of 
his  widow,  Billie.  About  150  people  attended,  bidding  was  spirited, 
and  it  seemed  that  everyone  left  with  some  new  acquisitions.  A  good 
number  of  ISASC  members  and  spouses  not  only  were  present  but  were 
very  much  in  the  thick  of  things,  including  Emil  and  Ruth  Cohn,  Lew
